Others have so-called cystic fibrosis of 
the pancfeas, or they have a mild form of 
a disease called sprue in whieh intestinal 
absorption is poor, Or a man might have 
trouble because he has a badly damaged 
liver, but-even then, I/have known for years 
people with a terribly .damaged liver who 
had no difficulty in maintaining a good nu- 
tritional status, and who had no. signs of 
disease whatsoever

is made by Dr. Pearson js that today there 
are methods of estimating some of the vita
